A Large Pennsylvania Order Pots Life Inte
the Philadelphia Market,

PHILADELFHIA, April 10—No material
change has occurred in the iron market the
past week, but an early iwprovemont is ex-
pected. 1o fdct, the first step in this direction
has alresdr been made by an order from the
Fenunsylvania Ralflroad Company on Wednes-
day for steel rails, agpregating 30,000 tons,
whieh was divided among the threa great
Pennsylvania mills on 1ts main line. The mar-
ket price, §30 per ton, was paid. This is the
Nirst cheering news we hoave been able to give
since the market began its retrograde move-
men?, and we lock nupon it as an early resump-
tion to activwity, if not Increased rates. Thirty
dollars will propably continue the market price
for this staple, fur President Roberisis too
shrewd & financler to pay any €xcess in price.

Just what influence this purchase wiil have
upon the market in general can only be sor-
wised, but we believe it will be Tavorable, The
rallroads of the conntry have been holding
back their orders in the bope that lower prices
wightbe obimned, but the action of the Penn-
evivania will probavly show them that further
waltlne is useless and Induce them to also place
their orders at an early day.

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HINTS TO BUILDERS.

Land Companies and Their Methods
Briefly Considered.

HOW TO HANDLE ACREAGE.

Report That Mr, Westinghonse Has Issaed
a Circular in Kew York.

OFFICE AND STREET NEWS AXD GOSSIP

There are a number of land companies in
this city operating under a number of meth-
ods, aud alter an existence of one to three
years, THE DISPATCH may be pardoned for
venturing an opinion as to which of the
plans of operation have been the most suc-
cessfnl. There are three distinet features in
the plotting avnd eelling of land, two of
which have been notably suecessiul, while
the third seems to be sntagonized by the re-
desming fextures of the other two and there-
by suffers,

The most popular one for the masses, and
the one that brings most money in the short-
est space of time, is the purchase and plot-
ting of acreage and its sale on the install-
ment plan. Thousands of lots have been
sold in the suburbs within the past three
years on monthly payments of §6 ona lot
that cost from §150 to $300, and they have
been paid for as well as purchased. A lot
at this price, on these terms, and within the
eity limits, is just what the mechanic and
workingman wants, and he buys it and
pays  for it without realizing that he has
made any sacrifices, whereas if he bad
to pay one-third cash and the balance
inoneand two years he would not buy atall
Many persons who never lind a thought of own-
ing their own home bave been struck with the
advantages this method offers, and they in-
vested for the future, Unfortonately this class
of property at these ﬂpriue has been practically
absorbed and sold off.

The next most popular plan is the I]ulntﬂng of
land and the ereetion of houses. It has been
very profitubla to eapitilists and very accapt-
sble to people in the middle walks of life. Very
neat, substantial houses with mnice lots have
been put on the market at from $5,000 to 85,000
each, and sold on'cash payments of $500 to §1,000,
balance on lopg tiwe, with interest and lnsur-
ance clanses, vervthing of this kind that has
been offered for sale has Deen sold, and the de-
mund has been greater than the supply. This

lan dif¥ers from the other in only one particu-

ar, it takes more money io operate, and capi-
talists so operating are looking mors to interest
on money invested than to principal,

The third plan is the purchase and plotting
of high-priced ground and the sale of it in the
regular way, one and two years, with one-third
cash. These lots must be sold for $800 to 1,000
each, They are too high for & poor man and
too cheap tor the rich, and the middle man,
always the most critical, 18 afraid of the neigh-
borhood. These lots sell, but they drag, and
the final outcome is not satisfactory. Ir the
second plan could be followed S0 as to embrace
five-roomed housesat A cost for lot and house
of, say, §2,000, there wonld be a large fortune
in it for the projector. A nice fve-roomed
liouse, with froat and rear porches, hall, ete.,
can be built for §1.500. This, on a lot custing
§150, leaves a profit of §33),0r about 20 per cont,
to the ballder,

After living a faithful Christian life he
passed pencelully away on Wednesday
afternoon, At his howe in Mansfield, and
will be buried .in Chartiers Cemetery ut3
. M, to-duy.
